AN FINANCIAL ASPECT 

Co-operation Between Old 
Country and Local Firms 
Would Make it Possible. 


Sir Benjamin C. Browns baa written 
to the London Times dealing with the 
question of colonial arsenal* and dock 
yards.

Jn these days It Is universally agreed 
that our colonies should bear* their
